same as if the action had been originally commenced in
such court, and a plaintitt or defendant baving possession
of the property by virtue of this act, shall be regarded
for the purposes expresscil in this section asa plaintié‘
who obtained such possessicn by means of the issuing of a
writ of replevin, or a defendant who retained such posses-
sion notwithstanding the issuing of such writ.
